This chill bo o sts yo ur bo dy’s, 
h eat pro ductio n witho ut much 
change in the heat lo ss. When 
this heat pro ductio n exceeds heat 
lo ss, yo u’v e go t a fev er. 
Unless there’s a head Injury, 
fev er seldo m exceeds 106,5 de­ 
grees. Fo r perso ns co nfined to 
th e i r beds, a n y te m p e r a tu r e 
abo v e 98.6 may be co nsidered a 
fev er. Fo r perso ns who hav e been 
recently mo derately activ e, tem ­ 
peratures abo v e 99.0 degrees are 
fev ers. 
Usually, 
no rmal 
rectal 
tem peratures are fro m .05 to I O 
degrees abo v e o ral temperatures. 


So metimes Helpful 
While fev er o ften is useless 
and ev en harmful, so metimes it 
Is believ ed helpful. Antibo dy pro ­ 
ductio n, we believ e, is enhanced 
by high bo dy temperatures. This 
high tem perature may also help 
mo bilize o ther mechanisms fo r 
defense during infectio ns. Also , 
the tem perature inhibits certain

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IMPROVING THE PARKS 
ADVOCATES OF more parks for the 
leisure hours of America’s millions receiv­ 
ed welcome news from the L . S. House 
of Representatives Appropriations Com­ 


mittee. 
That powerful congressional committee 
voted a substantial increase in funds to 
improve park facilities. The administra­ 
tion had originally requested only $5,200,- 
000. A special $8,350,000 request was added 
later for money to start a 10-year program 
of improvement. 
But this $13,550,000 request was jumped 
to $15 million by the House Appropriations 
Committee. The committee gave as i t s 
reason that each year there is an increase 
of 2 million in the number of persons vis­ 
iting the national parks, with 54 million ex­ 
pected to visit them this year. 
Also included was an increase of $470,000 
in funds for the Forest Service to step up 
its program of sanitation and care of pub­ 
lic campgrounds in forest areas. T h e r e 
have been a number of conservationist- 
minded critics who claimed the parks were 
being allowed to deteriorate at a t i m e 
when there was more public demand than 
ever. 
Those familiar with the grandeur of 
many of the national parks will be grati­ 
fied that a program is being launched not 
only to safeguard them but to make them 
even more useful to a recreation-minded 
nation. 


A BRIGHT SIDE TO A TAX 
AS EVERYONE who reads automobile 
advertisements knows, the trend in build­ 
ing motor cars is toward higher and high­ 
er horsepower ratings with faster pickup 
and more potential speed. At the same 
tim e the highway slaughter continues un­ 
abated. 
These are related facts and indicate that 
perhaps the auto makers are not accepting 
their full responsibility. They are installing 
safety belts, sure-lock doors and other safe­ 
ty devices. Bt pushing speeds higher runs 
counter to such moves. 
There is one ray of hope in the situation, 
however. It appears that Congress will add 
another penny to the gasoline tax and a 
number of states 
are 
making 
similar 
moves. This added tax will help pay for 
better roads, which will be conducive to 
safety. 
But additionally, higher taxes may even­ 
tually force a trend toward smaller, less 
powerful cars. Cost of gasoline is begin­ 
ning to approach quotations for “petrol” 
in European countries. In those countries 
size and power of cars have been h e l d 
down for purposes of economy. Increased 
fuel consumption at high speeds can be 
costly at a price of 40 or 50 cents a gallon. 
Such an adjustment will not come quick­ 
ly, but if the trend toward higher gasoline 
prices continues it could set in motion a 
counter-trend toward smaller and slower 
automobiles.

It is not at all suprising that the Marx-

The Marxist-Leninist Dogma, in all its 
phases, seem s absurd to the Western mind. 
The biologic interpretation of man, t h e 
complete omission of God and of any ex­ 
pression of mysticism, the elimination of 
personal liberty and the subordination of 
the individual to a 
social 
environment 
which not only dominates him but molds 
his personality, the avoidance of the profit 
concept in economics and the reinstitution 
of slave labor—the Western mind resists 
such notions of life. 
It was easier when Stalin was the mas­ 
ter of Russia because Stalin was a brutal 
autocrat, a twentieth century reincarna­ 
tion of Genghis Khan. Stalin was not even 
true to the Marxist-Leninist Dogma as the 
Twentieth Congress of the Communist Par­ 
ty USSR has now declared. He built his 
own dogma in a book called “Foundations 
of Leninism,” and he demanded an unfail­ 
ing orthodoxy. 
He was uncompromising with those who 
even slightly deviated from his decisions 
which covered the entire gamut of human 
thought and activity. Deviators he had kill­ 
ed or, in a gentler mood, he exiled them 
to the tundras of Siberia. He organized for 
world conquest and held his power until he 
died. 
Opposition to Stalin was constant in Rus­ 
sia and in the world Communist parties. 
He met the opposition by purges in t h e 
course of which he destroyed ' his betters, 
the founders of his party. When I encoun­ 
tered Stalin at the Smolnv Institute in Pet- 
rograd in 1917, he was not even newswor­ 
thy compared with Trotzkv, Kamenev, Zin­ 
oviev, Bukharinn etc. He killed them all. 
After Stalin's death, the Communist Par- 


I tv had either to return to the Marxist-Len­ 
inist Dogma or degenerate into a struggle 
' for power among men ambitious to be dic­ 
ta to rs like Stalin. In 1952, the latter seem ­ 
ed possible in the triumvirate of Bena, 
Malenkov and Molotov which Stalin h a d 
appointed to succeed him. But the emerg­ 
ence of Khrushchev ended the struggle be­ 
cause he reverted to the Marxist-Leninist 
' Dogma and to the dictatorship of the par­ 
ty rather than of one man. This is palled 
“collective leadership.” 
It is too early to grasp all that happened 
at the Twentieth Congress. However, it 
would seem to me that from an historic 
standpoint, this was a momentous gather­ 
ing and that it is likely to strengthen the 
Soviet Universal State because it w i l l 
I bring into line dissident factions inside 
and outside Russia. 
To possess power, Khrushchev avoided 
the seizure of power, assuming that differ­ 
ences of opinion do not really amount to 
much in the long run. Whereas S t a l i n 
could not effect a change in government 
without committing murder, Khrushchev 
does not even deprive Malenkov and Molo­ 
tov of office, thus making them increasing­ 
ly dependent 
upon 
him. 
Undoubtedly, 
Khrushchev possesses a sense of humor, 
which could not be said of Stalin.

Fever May Follow Chills 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M D. 
CHILLS and fever frequently 
go hand In hand. 
A chill, or involuntary shiver­ 
ing attack with a sense of cold­ 
ness and 
pallor of the skin, 
generally follows about an hour 
after a foreign substance is in ­ 
troduced into the blood stream . 
Such substances m ay be para­ 
sites, bacteria or bacterial prod­ 
ucts or even vaccine*. 
Causa of Fever 
This chill boost* your body’s j 
heat production w ithout much 
change in the heat loss. W hen 
this h eat production exceeds heat 
loss, you’ve got a fever. 
Unless th e re ’s a head injury, 
fever seldom exceeds 108.5 de­ 
grees. For persons confined to 
th e ir beds, an y te m p e ra tu re 
above 98.6 m ay be considered a 
fever. For persons w’ho have been 
recently m oderately active, tem - I 
peratures above 99.0 degrees are 
fevers. 
Usually, 
norm al 
rectal 
tem peratures are from .05 to I O 
degrees above oral tem peratures. 


Sometimes Helpful 
While fever often is useless 
and even harm ful, som etim es it 
is believed helpful. Antibody pro­ 
duction, we believe, is enhanced 
by high body tem peratures. This 1 
high tem perature may also help 
mobilize other m echanism s for 
defense during infections. Also, 
the tem perature inhibits certain

Maybe one to 
three gram s of sodium chloride 
should be given three tim es a day 
lf the salt intake is low. 
Sponge baths, a sheet bath, an 
Ice w ater enem a or cold head 
compresses may be advised to

Your doctor can also adm inister 
any of a num ber of drugs which 
will help lower the fever. 
If the p atien t m ust stay in bed 
any length of tim e, you can give 
him daily soap-and-w ater bath*. 
Follow these up with an alcohol 
back rub. Beside* keeping him 
clean, they’ll help his morale.

pendent” on one m an. But it cer­ 
tainly is now. And he's the man. 
The reason: with the exception 
of Vice President Nixon — and 
there is some talk the Republi­ 
cans may ditch him as Eisenhow­ 
er's running m ate — the p arty in 
the past four years has not built 
up

Eisenhower. The sam e thing hap­ 
pened to the D em ocrats 
in the 
Franklin D. Roosevelt years. 
The Republicans m ay land on 
the political rocks in 1960 if Eisen­ 
hower wins this y ear and they do 
no more in the next four y ears to 
push 
forward 
presidential 
pros­ 
pects than they did in the past 
four. 
Eisenhower l o o k e d so much 
more the winner than any other 
Republican in sight that the party 
wanted him even though he starts 
out under a handicap — his heart 
attack — no other candidate would 
have to bear. 
Eisenhower and his p arty can 
still hope his enorm ous popularity 
will carry the day. But they know 
uncertainty 
in

mind 
about his health m ay cost them 
votes and m ake the result closer 
than in 1952.
